In preparing 
for the service on that particular 
occasion, one of the attendants 
took the precaution to use a lib 
eral supply of lamp-black as a 
hair dressing. After the usual 
maneuvering* were through with, 
and each one wae willing to tes- 
tify as to the "laying on of 
hands" the light was again re- 
turned which showed the won- 
der-working man to be still in 
his place with hands tied as be- 
fore bat terribly blackened.
